“Horsepower” Subject 
Dr. Little won his audience with 
b u first few remarks, and his 
address was termed by his listen­ 
ers ss one of the most outstand­ 
ing heard here in recent years. 
He used

subject as his talk went on. He 
pointed 
to the Old 
Testament 
story of the struggle between the 
King of Israel and the King of 
Syria in which the King of As­ 
syria told the first-named that be 
would “give you 2,000 horses if 
you are able to set riders upon 
them." Dr. Little referred to this 
as the first Lease-Lend Act.

BERLIN. June 4—■( By Official 
German 
Wireless) — Reinhard 
Heydrich, deputy chief of the 
Nazi Gestapo, shot three times 
last week by assassins who may 
have been parachuted into Czecho­ 
slovakia by British or Russian 
planes, died at Prague today, ac­ 
cording to the official German 
news agency DNB. 
Heydrich was serving as “pro­ 
tector” of Bohemia and Moravia 
at the time of his shooting. Two 
men opened fire on him as he was 
driving at a rapid rate through 
the streets of Prague a week ago 
; yesterday. 
Both escaped. 
Three bullets struck Heydrich, 
! severing his spinal cord. 
If he 
had lived, he would have been a 
hopeless paralytic ail his life.

MOSCOW

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LONDON, June 4 — The Nazi 
Gestapo (secret police) has exe­ 
cuted approximately 600.000 per­ 
sons in Europe since the outbreak 
of the war, the Moscow radio de­ 
clared today according to Reuter’s. 
The wholesale executions 
include 
1,542 within Germany, the Moscow 
report said. 
In Poland 87,500 persons have 
been executed,

Still In Doubt 


WASHINGTON, June 4—House 
leaders today made plans to save 
the Civilian 
Conservation Corps 
while economy forces led a fight 
to cut off funds for another admin­ 
istration-favored project—the Na­ 
tional Youth Administration. 
The House appropriations com­ 
mittee knocked out an allotment 
of $75,000,000 for the CCC which 
had the effect of putting an end 
to this agency, one of President 
Roosevelt’s “pet” depression-time 
creations. 
Funds for the CCC were con­ 
tained in the $1,000,000,000 labor- 
federal security appropriation bill. 
Economy 
bloc leaders 
revealed 
that they will sponsor an amend­ 
ment to delete $58,000,000 for the 
NYA which also is contained in 
the labor-security measuie.

At least 1,000 Jap­ 
anese troops were believed 
to have gone down with a tor­ 
pedoed 6,000-ton transport.

day by 'digging in” along the 
channel and in the blood-soaked 
H indenburg line of 1918. 
At his back, beyond the rem ­ 
nant* of the M aginot line. he also 
has the Siegfried line of fo rtifica­ 
tions w ithin Germany to fall back 
once he staggers back beyond the 
Rhine under the im petus of an all- 
out offensive. 
The prospect is no 
cheerful 
one 
for 
the 
one-tim e 
cocky Fuehrer, but the tide of 
events in the last year la com ­ 
pelling him to consider the situ a ­ 
tion from all angles. 
From personal observation on 
the 
channel 
and 
the 
B elgian 
coasts I can say th at H itler’s fo r­ 
tifications 
there 
began 
as 
fa r 
back as late in 1940. But not until 
1941 did H itler suddenly tra n s ­ 
form the nature of th a t w ork 
from an offensive ch aracter into 
one of defense.

w eeks short of the first anniver­ 
sary of his attack on R ussia, I

peachable sources th at th e grass-

ing rushed into shape for action 
by H itler's hired labor.

COMMITTEE PLAYS POLITICS 
'WTASHINGTON — Not all tax dodgers 
** are those who cheat the government 
of revenue. 
On Capitol Hill there is an­ 
other form of tax dodging which, while 
violating no law', is euchring the govern­ 
ment out of far more money. 
This form of tax dodging consists of 
congressmen playing the sordid old game 
of politics-as-usual w'ith legislation vital to 
the nation. 
Early in March the Treasury submitted 
to the House Ways and Means committee 
the 1942 tax bill. 
Prepared after weeks 
of careful study, the measure was largely 
the work of Randolph Paul, the nation’s 
outstanding the authority, who patriotical­ 
ly gave up a lucrative corporation practice 
to serve his country. 
All tax 
legislation is 
highly contro­ 
versial, but one thing can be said categori­ 
cally about the Treasury’s bill. 
It was a 
carefully balanced program designed to 
distribute the 
burden of the proposed 
heavy tax increases equitably on all classes 
according to their ability to pay. 


CALM CAR CONDUCT 
IT IS FAR too early, in most cases, for au- 
* 
tomobile owners to jack up their cars 
in the garage, drain the batteries and wait 
patiently for the end of the war and the 
return of rubber. There bas probably been 
a needless amount of panic and surrender. 
The situation has needed calm realism 
and common sense, and seems to be get­ 
ting around slowly to such an attitude. The 
general program for the average car own­ 
er might run about like this: 
First he refuses to fly into a panic or 
a state of indignation, and stalls using his 
native intelligence on the situation. 
Second, he 
decides to keep his car in 
commission, but to use it only for necessary 
purposes, driving gently, not more than 
40 miles an hour, and being in every way 
as easy as possible on his tires and motor.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Wartime Problems of 
National Nutrition 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


SOME MONTHS ago I spoke 
of the concentrated rations with 
which the Army is experimenting 
for soldiers in the field. This is 
the consummation of an old dream. 
One of the elements in slowing up

a military attack is that the fight­ 
ing units have to wait for the food 
wagon. They have to pause in 
their forward movement until the 
supply kitchens come up in order 
to give them enough energy to 
carry on. 
As far back as the Civil W ar the 
Quartermaster Corps began to ex­ 
periment with concentrated ra­ 
tions which could be put ip a small 
package and made light enough for 
the soldier to carry in his march­ 
ing kit. During World W ar I this 
was not a very pressing problem 
because the armies and trenches 
were pretty well stabilized, but the 
present war of movement has 
made it highly desirable to have 
some such ration. 
Concentrated Ration* 
It has not been possible either, 
in previous years, to construct 
such a ration scientifically because 
it has only been within the last 
ten years that we have realized the 
highly important part that the 
vitamins play in nutrition and a 
concentrated ration is naturally 
made up of processed foods which 
do not contain any vitamin unless 
they are added deliberately. 
Now, however, with our knowl­ 
edge of synthetic chemistry we can 
make crystalline vitamins and 
add them to processed food so that 
it takes on the qualities of natural 
food. I am informed that these 
concentrated rations are now per­ 
fected and available for combat 
troops. 
The concentrated army ration is 
made in two forms, one in a small 
package about 2 x 3 inches which 
is known as United States Army 
Field Ration D. This contains a 
lump of food make up of chocolate, 
sugar, flour, milk, vanilla and vi­ 
tamin B, concentrate. It can be 


crumbled up and dissolved in 
water and furnishes about 1800 
calories. 
Soup by the Yard? 
The use of dried foods is a new 
development which has been made 
possible by technical advances and 
since it is probable that the United 
States will have to feed the world 
for the next BO years and we can­ 
not afford to transport water, you 
may get into the habit of buying 
your soup by tho yard. 
There are two other forms of 
United States Army Field Rations 
—K and C—both of them some­ 
what more elaborate and having a 
higher caloric content and acting 
more like food than ration D. Ra­ 
tion K is divided into breakfast, 
dinner and supper units and has 
pork, graham crackers, coffee, 
sugar, malted milk, dextrose tab­ 
lets for quick energy and also 
chewing gum. 
A great deal of ingenuity has 
gone into the making of these ra­ 
tions such as, for instance, the pro­ 
duction of butter that will not melt 
at body temperature. So far as I 
can 6ee, they are entirely scien­ 
tific and contain a full ration of 
food. The only fault that might be 
found with them is that they pos­ 
sibly are not as filling as regular 
food, but for a three- or four-day 
stretch this is not seriously in­ 
convenient. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B. P.:—"Is being left-handed 
inherited or just a habit?” 
Answer: Very little is known 
about the causes of left-handed­ 
ness. It is probably neither in­ 
herited nor a habit. The cells 
which control the movements of 
the body on the right side lie on the 
surface of the left brain. In many 
people this left brain is dominant. 
In left-handed people, on the con­ 
trary, the right side of the brain 
is dominant.

City council convened Wednes­ 
day at 8:43 p. in. with activity be­ 
ing confined prim arily to accept­ 
ance and study of monthly reports 
of various city officials. 
Mayor Ben Gordon 
submitted 
his M ay figures with 
collections 
reported as follows, fines $29.70; 
licenses, $16; 
and 
bonds, $480, 


$21.70 of the money collected be­ 
ing from 
state 
highway 
patrol 


cases. 
To date the mayor has collect­ 
ed approximately $2,100 which ex­ 
ceeds the council’s expectations as 
figured in yie budget for the year. 
Safety director 
E. W . W eiler 
submitted 
Berger 
hospital’s 
monthly report 
with figures re­ 
leased showing 67 admissions; 75 
persons treated; 48 persons dis­ 
charged; 16 births; 13 operations; 
one death; and 615 days of care. 
The financial status of the insti­ 
tution was given with collections 
totaling $1,928 65. 
Expenses in­ 
cluded provisions, $206.06; laun­ 
dry, $147.84; fuel and light, $45.98; 
medical and surgery. $430.44; em­ 
ployees salaries, $1,102.25; super­ 
intendents salary, $125; miscell­ 
aneous supplies, $38 38; and insur­ 
ance. $92.75. 
Total 
expense for 
the period was $2,263.62. 


Balance* Reported 
Financial condition of the city 
at the end of May was about the 
same as it has been in the last 
several weeks with a surplus of 
$10,047.14 in the general fund; a 
balance of $7,627.15 in the sew­ 
age disposal fund; $4.960 69 in the 
library; $6.964 73 In auto street 
repair fund; $5,230 08 In gasoline 
tax coffers, $874 22 remaining in 
the hospital division; and $79 81 
as a balance in the city park and 
playground fund. 
Unpaid bills were announced as 
fire hydrant rental, $3,460, and de­ 
linquent light bill, $5,010.40.
